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Special  Initiation  Doomed. 

The  State  Senate  has  taken  a  long  step 
forward  in  the  adoption  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tional*  Amendment  prohibiting  all  special 
legislation.  There  is  no  subject  upon  which 
the  jteople  hare  manifested  u  iar*e  earnest 
sud  muted  feeling  than  this,  and  the  Senate 
has  done  well  to  recognize  this  popular  ex¬ 
pression.  and  give  its  emphatic  aauction  to 
the  principle  of  generol  legislation.  This 
Amendment,  with  others,  will  shortly  go  to 
t)x*  Hoiwef  where  there  is  every  raison  to 
befieve  that  it  will  be  promptly  agnefl  to, 
flv, ugh  some  effort  will  bo  made  by  persons 
•f  a  certain  cheat  to  defeat  it.  The  Amend¬ 
ment,  as  agreed  upon  by  the  Senate,  reads 
as  follow*:; 

The  legislature  shall  not  pass  Private,  local 
or  special  laws  in  miy  of  the  follow ing  enu- 
■oerafwl  cases,  that  is  to  say! . 

Laving  out,  opening,  altering  and  work¬ 
ing  rswW  m  highways.  - 

,  Vafstrnir  any  wsxl^town  plot,  street,  alley 
or  public  (fTounda 

R-gul»ting  ti»o  inrfernal  uAiire  of  towns 
and  counties;  appointing  local  offices  or  com¬ 
missions  to  regulate  municipal  affairs. 

Selecting,  drawing,  summoning  or  cos  pan¬ 
eling  grwrw?  or  petit  juror*. 

Creating,  increasing  or  decreasing  the  per 
centnge  or  allowance  of  public  officers  during 
'the  term  for  which  sai  l  officers  were  elected 
or  appointed- 

Changing  the  law  of  descent. 

Granting  to  any  corporation,  association 
or  individual  any  exclusive  immunity  or 
franchise  whatever. 

Grunting  to  any  corporation,  association 
or  iqdividual  the  right  to  lay  down  railroad 
tracks.  -  ...» 

Providing  for  changes  of  venue  in  civil  or 
criminal  coses. 

Providing  for  the  management  and  sup¬ 
port  of  free  public  school*. 

The  L  igrslHture  shall  pais  general  laws 
providing  for  the  case*  enumerated  in  this 
paragraph,  and  for  *11  other  cases,  which, 
in  its  judgment,  may  be  provided  for  by 
general  laws.  The  Legislature  shall  pass 
■ospedul  ac*  cout.*rm^?  corporate  powers, 
but  thev  shall  puss  general  laws  under  which 
corporations  may  bn  organize  1  and  corpo¬ 
rate  powers  of  every  nature  obtained,  sub¬ 
ject,  nevertheless,  to  rep*al  or  alteration  at 
the  will  of  the  Legislature. 

The  vigorous  support  given  to  the  above 
Amendment  by  Senator  Taylor,  of  this 
county,  was  largely  influential  in  determin¬ 
ing  the  final  adoption  of  all  the  propositions 
which  it  embodies.  To  some  of  these  pro- 
•positions,  abjection  was  made  by  other  Sen¬ 
ators,  butdnr.  Taylo*  took  the  ground  that 
^he  Legislature  could  not  go  too  far .  or  do 
too  much  in  the  direction  of  extinguishing 
the  evils  of  specUr  legislation,  and  his  argu¬ 
ments  in  every  case  won  a  decided  majority 
of  the  Senate  to  hi*  side — so  that  every  pro¬ 
position,  except  that  prohibiting  special 
laws  as  to  the  rates  of  interest  (which  he 
strongly  opposed),  was  agreed  to  ju*t  as  it 
Mme  from  the  Constitutional  Commission.

The  Philadelphia  Press  of  a  recent  date 
say*  :  In  the  year  185C  an  organization  was 
formed  in  tins  city  composed  of  thirty -throe 
membsrs.  all  printers,  and  known  as  the

Nearly  every  year  another 
is  added  to  the  vacant  seats, until  now  then- 
are  fifteen.  As  years  roll  up.  these  w ill  mul¬ 
tiply,  until  the  ranks  are  so  tinned  be  the 
insatiate  archer  that  the  fleeting  and  transi¬ 
tory  nature  of  time,  and  the  rapid  approach 
of  eternity,  will  be  impressively  felt  by  the 
small  remaining  baud.  The  niDeteentli\an- 
nual  meeting  nud  supper  was  helu  on  Satur 
day  Hfternwon  »k  five  o’clock,  at  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  one  of  the  members,  cn  Spring 
Garden  street,  below  Tenth.  After  all  the 
business  had  been  transacted  the  brother¬ 
hood  sat  down  to  a  fine  banquet.  Around 
a  large  table  thirty-three  chairs  were  placed, 
and  in  front  of  those  seat*  whose  former  oc¬ 
cupant*  had  died  during  the  past  year  large 
bouquets  hod  been  placed,  and  were  after¬ 
wards  presented  to  the  nearest  relative  of 
the  departed.

The  same 
bottle  of  sherry  wine  that  was  presented  to 
the  brotherhood  eighteen  years  ago  wok 
again  placed  on  the  table  Siturday.and  will 
remain  on  the  festive  board  until  the  sur¬ 
vivor  of  the  brotheihood  takes  his  meal 
alone.  He  will  then  be  required  to  drink 
the  health  seperutely  of  *U  hi*  former  com¬ 
panions  When  the  hour  of  twelve  arrived 
the  members  arose,  joined  hands  in  a  circle, 
and  s»Dg  their  annual  partiug  so ug,  “Auld 
Lang  Syne.”  The  members  then  departed 
to  their  home*  impressed  with  tbo  solemnity 
of  the  occasion.  Those  who  joined  the  or¬ 
ganization  in  1859  were  or  hod  been  em¬ 
ployed  as  printers. but  now  they  ara  scatter¬ 
ed  in  every  conceivable  direction.  Tuey, 
however,  managed  to  participate^  the  an¬ 
nual  supper.
